CETA stereotypes zapped

Sarah Mundo, acting director for 
Comprehensive Employment Training 
Act (CETA) Programs at Northern Essex 
Community College (NECC) said last 
week, “There are some stereotypes about 
CETA that aren’t totally accurate.” 


She said a CETA-eligible person is 
simply a person who is out of work or 


under employed for a period of time. 


She cited examples of a woman who has 
been at home raising children and now 


wishes to re-enter the job market, a 
teacher who left his position to change his 
career, or a college graduate who cannot 
find a position in a glutted job market. 
“Sometimes it does involve persons who 
are chronically unemployed for one reason 


or another,” Ms. Mundo continued, “and 
then our responsibility is to assist him 
with a job or whatever other support 
necessary to help him in attaining and 
maintaining a position that is satisfying 
and productive for him and others.” 


Ms. Mundo explained the difference 
between CETA programs under Titles 
one, three, and six. 

Title one involves classroom training 
designed to provide specific skills in a field 
that has been identified as having an 
established need, she said.

had certain artistic skills.” She said they 
are especially visible this month since 
they are creating many murals in 
corridors throughout the school. They are 
also about to begin a complete 
redecoration of the B building lounge.

The Drop-In Center invites everyone to 
the seminar on May 10, from 11 to 1. Some 
28 million American wives, more than half 
the nation’s married women, are abused 
physically Be hee husbands according to 
Richard C. Levy’s new wife-beating study. 
His evidence points out a definite 
wife-beating syndrome in America today. 
Some experts even believe that his 
estimates may be too-low. 

Physical violence can be defined as an 
occasional slap to severe beatings. In the 
category of extreme violence, there are at 
least 4.7 million badly battered wives in 
the United States today. Most of the 10 
million domestic trouble calls received by 
police each year involve spouse abuse. 
Battered women endure an average :of five 
beatings for each one reported to the 
police. And as many as half the 1.6 million 
divorces obtained annually are motivated 
by wife beating, said Levy. 

Why would an abused wife stay with 
her ‘husband? Levy said the decision to 
seek assistance is usually the result of a 
change in the wife’s behavior, not the 
husbands. A wife makes a decision to 


-obtain a divorce from her abusive husband 


‘when she can no longer believe her 
husband’s promise of no more violence. 


Some of the reasons women do not 
break off relationships with abusive 
husbands are that: They have negative 
self concepts; They believe their husbands 
will reform; Economic hardship; They 
have children who need a father’s 
economic support; They doubt they can 
get along alone; They believe divorcees 
are stigmatized: and it is difficult for 
women with children to get work.

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Communication course cut back forseen

If no additions or changes are made in 
the faculty of the communications 
department only 12 literature and 
journalism “courses (electives), can be 
offered next fall. 

Charles Reilly, chairman of the division 
of communications, said a request to 
provide additional facutly positions in the 
communications department has been 
made to the state legislature. 

He said the request was made after 
studying the proposed enrollment for fall 


1978 and projected-numbers of students ~ 


who will require courses -in_ the 
communications department. 

Reilly estimates that about 54 compo- 
sition courses will be needed next fall 
since 120 additional students will require 
three sections of Composition 1 and one 
section of Composition 11. The additional 
course would bring the total number of 
courses projected for the fall in the commu 
nications department to 85. 

He said 21 teacher equivalents are 
needed as opposed to 20 and a half teacher 
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equivalents available using all resources 
that can possibly be tapped in the college. 
This includes the assigning of one section 
of composition to at least three 
administrators. 

The college still needs one and a quarter 
teacher equivalents to maintain the course 
‘selections offered last fall, and then only 
17 elective courses were offered. 

“Ideally teachers in the communications 
department should teach only two 
sections of composition,” Reilly said, 
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“However that would require 25 full time 
teacher equivalents.” 

To maintain a situation where teachers 
get three sections of composition one 
semester and two the next requires 20 full 
time teacher equivalents, he said. 

With 25 full time positions or their 
equivalent the department could generate 
about 25 elective courses per semester. 
With 20 like positions, it could generate 15 
elective courses per semester. 

Reilly’s conclusion simply stated, “We 
need more help”.

Big tops, skinny pants, vests, tradition- 

al blazers, skirts, shirtwaist dresses are 
‘the big items in fashion this year. Fluid, 
feminine evening wear and seasonless 
fabrics, however are making headlines. 

Manufacturers have long been design- 
ing and advocating totally separate 
collections of clothing for each season.

Know your

This is Part 1 of a two-part series on 
Motorcycle safety. 


Donald Grant, a motorcycle enthusiast 
of many years and a Safety Marshall for 
the Association of American Motorcycle 
Road Racers (AAMRR), describes basic 
techniques and coverage for safely riding 
a motorcycle. 

“In my opinion” he. said, “first. and 
foremost, know your machine: Be familiar 
with all controls and where they are: 
When using an unfamiliar machine, take 
time to locate and understand all 
controls.” 


He continued, “operate the machine in a 
safe and reasonable manner. This includes 
courtesy. That way the rider won't have 
to depend as much on his safety devices, 
i.e. helmets, gloves, boots and jackets.” 

“Reliable riding equipment is also very 
important,” said Grant. “I feel that a good 
helmet is THE most important piece of 
safety equipment. My philosophy is - you 
can live withdtt a hand or a foot, but you 
can not live without a head.” A helmet is a 
bone of contention, especially with people 


who proclaim, “Let Those Who Ride, 
Decide.” A helmet may or may not save a 
life, but it could make the difference 
between an open or closed casket service. 

“I would recommend that anybody who 
is going to do any amount of riding, invest 
in a good pair of rugged boots,”Grant said, 
“Boots should cover foot, ankle, and shin. 
They should offer firm support and be 
rugged enough to take abuse. Fifty dollar 
dress boots could be ruined in a minor 
spill, but hiking boots will last longer and 
offer better protection.” 

Grant also recommends that the rider 
protect his hands with leather gloves. 
Leather is durable and rugged enough to 
protect sensitive hands. 


Cluster gets

Grant’s final recommendation about 
apparel is a good durable jacket. “A 
genuine leather jacket is supple and 
attractive enough for dress wear, yet 
rugged enough to withstand the abrasion 
of asphalt,” he said. “Vinyl or leather-look 
jackets offer little of this kind of 
protection.” he added. 

When asked to approximate the cost, 
Grant said, “for top quality helmet, boots, 
gloves, and jacket, a person can expect to 
pay between $150 and $200. However, he 
warned, “$200 worth of safety-equipment 
can easily save $2000 worth of hospital 
bills.” 


The only other area of major concern 
Grant spoke of, is the ability to recognize 
road hazards. Sandy corners could cause 
loss of traction and an unnecessary spill. 
Wet areas, such as wet railroad tracks and 


sewer covers are slippery and offer little 


or no traction. 

“When purchasing used equipment,” he 
warned, “make sure it is in good 
condition.” A helmet that has been in a 
crash can be sanded down and repainted, 
and then sold, but many of these helmets 


are designed to be crashed once only. 

The helmet may look perfect on the 
outside, but the structural damage could 
cause it to break if it rolls off a chair or 
table. 

Any one having questions about 
whether or not his helmet is good, should 
check with his local dealer about where it 
can be sent. : 

The combination of common sense and 
caution could prevent many accidents 
from happening, or at least the effects 
could be minimized. 

Next issue will have some tips on what 
to do if one is involved in an accident or a 
witness to one. It is not necessary to be an 
expert at first aid to save the life of an 
accident victim.

Listed are the emergency procedures 
for evacuation of all buildings: 

Warning Signals 

Horn Signal - This means evacuate All 
buildings AT ONCE. The horn signal will 
sound like a loud insistent buzz. It denotes 
fire or other calamity, and immediate 
evacuation is imperative. Local evacuation 
plans are posted in each room. Instructors 
have full responsibility for COMPLETE 
classroom evacuation. Re-occupation of 
buildings may proceed only after two 
short bell rings are sounded. 

Bell Signal - When the bell in any 
building rings for a 15-second period, it 
means that a threat to the safety of the 
College exists, and that students, faculty 
and staff have the option to leave or to 
continue their activity. This signal is used 
primarily for bomb threats. 

Cancellations - When an emergency 
causes cancellation of classes prior to the 
time when classes begin, announcements 
will be broadcast on local, surrounding 
area and Boston AM radio stations.

They think it more tenable 
to teach children that they are merely a 
product of their heredity and environ- 
ment, that there are no real choices to be 
made in life, that everything including all 
they are, will be, or have been is 
predetermined. Humbug. 

The stupid and aggressive cartoons and 
so called harmless children’s stories they 
substitute are far more scary. They are 
consistent only in their humdrum 
sameness, lack of inspiration, and 
questionable ethics. In short, they exalt 
mediocrity, while attempting to destroy 
excellence, purity, and beauty. 

What would childhood be without Snow 
White, Pinocchio, Hansel and Gretel, Alice 
in Wonderland, and the Brothers Grimm 
or Hans Christen Anderson? 

Fairy tales evoke emotion in children, 
and that is good for them. They seem to 
serve the same balancing function good 
literature serves. One cannot enjoy them 
with the intellect alone anymore than one 
can enjoy personal relationships with the 
mind alone.

Nation said the separation of intellect 
from emotion and the exhaltation of 
intellect above all other parts of the SELF 
has created a rift in twentieth century 
man that is apt to destroy him. 

Fairy tales and good literature require 
an emotional investment from the reader. 
They exercise the imagination. Contrary ~ 
to the mindless television shows children 
so often watch, they encourage children to 
form their own impressions, interpreta- 
tions and conclusions. 

We have all read certain books and 
stories that have been an “experience” for 
us. That “experience” exists not in the 
mind alone, but also in the heart and soul. 

Fairy tales pit dark against light, good 
against evil, innocent against villian. They 
show that good can triumph and how and 
why. But they do not minimize that 
struggle, and this seems particularly 
encouraging because it makes our own 
struggle seem less arduous. It also puts 
them in good perspective. 

Consider the struggle of Pinocchio to 
become a REAL boy and the consistent 
and devoted support of Gepetto, who 
certianly proved that love never gives up. 
It waits with strong, unfailing hope. 

Is this struggle any less true for us? We 
do not have to contend with growing noses 
when we lie or donkey ears when we make 
pleasure our only goal. However, we do 
certianly have to discover the reality of 
our human condition and somehow 
integrate that with our spiritual nature. 

Fairy tales include this spirituality 
although it is often misconstrued as magic 
and considered unreal. But is it? Who 
among us has not had an experience 
where he felt something magic or mystical 
happened? 

Child development theorists aside, fairy 
tales take all of life into consideration. 
They do not dichotomize the human spirit, 
nor do they fail to inspire inner vision, 
hope, and character.

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Evacuation plans posted 


An editorial in the March 21 edition of the Observer urged the college administration 
to formulate, post, and publicize an emergency evacuation plan so that NECC students, 
faculty, and staff would be aware of the most efficient way to evacuate a building in an 
emergency. 

Dean John M. Palmucci was given responsibility for coordinating efforts to formulate 
an emergency evacuation plan last fall after a bomb scare forced an evacuation of the 
classroom building. 


Weare happy to report there was no procrastination on the part of Dean Palmucci or 
the college administration after the Observer noted the plan had yet to be posted. 
Within a week after the editorial appeared, an evacuation plan was posted in each 
classroom. The posted plan has clear ‘and concise directions on what to do in specified 
emergencies. 

An evacuation plan for handicapped persons, however, is not yet posted. Palmucci 
said the responsibility for researching plans in other institutions and suggesting a 
workable plan for NECC designated to Rubin Russell, director of handicapped services. 


Russell, however, said, “The formulation of policy is the responsibility of 
administrators: I am simply a counselor.” 

There appears to be some confusion over Russell’s job description. Russell said he is 
responsible to the counseling department, and his annual evaluation is based on an 
evaluation by his department chairman and other counselors. 

He said his primary responsibility at NECC is that of a counselor and duties he has 
been performing for handicapped persons are additional. He said he simply does not have 
the time to continue to do these additional duties without renumeration and/or without 
more specific clarification of his job description. 


We believe it is absolutely essential to have an emergency evacuation plan for 
handicapped persons. Because of their individual situations, the plans posted for other 
students, -staff, and faculty are not always workable for handicapped persons. 

The use of elevators for evacuating handicapped persons would be forbidden in the 
case of fire because the draft in an elevator shaft could exacerbate a fire. In the event of 
a power failure, elevators would be useless. 

We urge the administration to deal with this problem as quickly and efficiently as it 
handled the basic plan. Injury or the unthinkable-loss of life to anyone in the NECC 
community for lack of a specified and demonstrated plan is one holocaust we can readily 
avoid.

The question, “Where did those of you who saw how wrong your teachers, 
parents, peers and just about everyone else were - where did you get your strength to 
continue?” 

I've asked students this question since writing about it ina recent column that drew a 
lot of reaction. Here are some of the answers I got. 

“Words”, - certain phrases you carry within you always. One student said, “I think I 
would not have made it through the last three years if it hadn’t been for the statement 
‘Blessed are they that mourn.’ I get more and more from that as time goes on.” 

Here is another phrase that helps dissolve the evil and immense loneliness of Hillie 
Power bumper stickers, football scholarship banquets, television, parties, social events; 
a phrase Martin Luther King and Edgar Cayce used for healing: “Lo, I will be with you 
always even untc the end of the world.” 

Then there are those statements by Thoreau and others like Roy Masters’ recent 
remark that there are probably not more than five people in the United States who have 
made one single correct decision in their entire lives. They say, in effect, Yes, I see it 
too;the corruption and malice is as extensive as you see even though no one else will 
face it. : 

It surprises me to find young people who know things like this now. I feel that it 
requires a great deal cf suffering and sacrifice to earn this vision. Yet I suppose it is 
‘ight there before us now for anyone who has eyes to see. The issues of egocentricity, 
sareerism, corruption have become so utterly stark that the ignorance excuse is now 
ampossible. 

Another answer to my question was the example of certain true people. Sue 
Migneault mentions this in her letter about Edna Kimball in last weeks OBSERVER: “If 
I had never seen another person stand up to this, I would never believe I could do it 
too.” 

You feel so lucky if you can meet just one of those people. 

And you soon have to decide whether you are going to stand by him or try to kill him. 
There is no middle ground, there are no neutrals. 

The importance and rarity of that true person's example should make it more clear 
how wrong it is to imagine that your own isolated effort doesn’t count. 

The most frequent answer I got to this question went something like this: You just 
have it inside you. It’s like an inner fire that is just there. They refuse to accept it or 
even to acknowledge it, and you get to thinking that there is something wrong or 
“different” about you for having it, but you just have it. 

Finally, a couple of people noted that they were surprised to find strength and 
support provided by the degenerates themselves. The degenerates show something on 
their faces even as they’re trying to destroy you that gives their game away. It’s so 
unexpected. 

I’ve seen it many times myself, much to my astonishment. Even while they are trying 
to look very superior, very knowing and tough, you can see a look on their faces that 
says: “1 am a two-year-old child who wants you to spank me so that I can grow up.” You 
see that even on the face of a 50-year-old Ph. D. They even have a hidden plea that you 
will forgive them, too. There is something in them that knows that you right, solid, true 
and wants to be accepted by you.

Tom Wolfe came close when he said that “The seventies are the Age of Me”. People 
just give you an awful lot of resistance when you try to tell them that whomever would 
save his own life shall lose it. 

What I like most about the situation, however, is that no one can cheat in it. Subtlety, 
cleverness, only deepens the pit. I confess that I love to see the way clever, 
manipulative intellectuals get deeper into the pit with all their furtive fear about 
survival, reputation and career. The trap is horrible, but it is so just. I love the idea of 
infinite justice in the midst of a criminal age, the Age of Me. 

This is part of the Vision of Paradise. Martin Luther King was telling of it in Memphis 
the night before he died, even while knowing that some of his sick white brothers were 
shortly going to murder him. He said, “But it doesn’t matter to me now, for I have 
been to the mountain top.” 

I find myself having to laugh at the end, surprised that the problem may not be where 
to find the strength to bear all the suffering, in order to continue on through an insane 
and vicious society. The problem seems how to accept how unspeakably magnificent the 
view really is!

Miss Wilson said, “She has marvelous 
communication with her kids: When I first 
went to her house and heard everyone 
calling her ‘Ma’, I thought they were all 
her kids, but some of them are actually 
neighbors who know she will listen.” 

Three of the McInnes children are 
married, one is in the service, and six are 
still at home. Those at home range in age 
from 12 to 21.

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_ Frank explains the ‘unexplainable’

NECC - On Wednesday April 12, Lee 
Frank, one of the world’s foremost 
unknown animal investigators, gave a 
presentation in the carpeted lounge 
entitled “Monsters Are My Business.” 


He began with a 15 minute taping of 


Lee Frank has lectured and received 
public acclaim on both sides of the 
Atlantic. He has been on three expeditions 
searching for the Loch Ness Monster, and 
has served as field monitor and chief 
scuba-diver with the group conducting the 
current research at Loch Ness. He has led 
two expeditions searching for Bigfoot, and 
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the Loch Ness Monster and Bigfoot. He is 
continually organizing expeditions and 
researching mysterious creatures. 


Lee Frank says: “Certainly the very 
notion of legendary beasts or prehistoric 
animals lurking the earth is ridiculous. 
Yet the idea that for better than 14 


Bigfoot. He explained that this uncatagor- 
ized animal is described as a 7 ft. to 12 ft. 
tall cross between a gorilla and a human. 
It walks upright, weighs approximately 
1000 Ibs., and is covered with long hair. 
Bigfoot has been seen in every state of the 
continental United States, and was known 
to the earliest settlers, said Frank. 


Frank’s two hour presentation also 
included various other animals previously 
thought extinct and other uncatagorized 
animals such as the Abominable Snow- 
man. 


Frank also talked extensively on the 
Loch Ness Monster in Scotland. He 
provided slides he had taken on earlier 
expeditions. Loch Ness has been describ- 
ed as a sea-serpent-type creature with a 


25 foot-long neck, three humps 30 ft. to 60 
ft. long, a cow shaped head and a long tail. 
As many as three of these animals have 
been seen at a time, sometimes on land, as 
early as 565 A.D. and in as many as seven 
different lakes around the world.

In this column there will be no paranoia, no numbero-phobia, quadratic 
equations will be kept in their rightful place and tirades against anyone who will listen 
will be kept within bounds. In short, hopefully, I will not crack up with my nightmares. 


There are three nightmares at this college, the first is called “The Administration” or 
the bureaucracy or the paper-pushers. Give it any name you wish. Our administration| 
is subject to egicts trom on high (the Regional Board of Community Colleges), that tell 
them and all of us indirectly, the vocational training is in and liberal arts is to be phased 
down, if not out. The thinking seems to be well intentioned as always. It goes like this. 
The students entering community colleges have lower socio-economic backgrounds and 
generally weaker academic achievement than their well heeled peers, they should be 
encouraged to seek terminal education because that is where the jobs are. Somewhere 
implicit in this idea, if it is true which I seriously question, is that hands on practical 
training, needs less brain power. Furthermore, as fewer students are available for 
college with the advent of the withering of the baby bulge, so the college encourages 
people to enter the hallowed halls of learning who, in many cases, are either poorly 
prepared and/or marginally committed. This beating the bushes for people to meet our 
full time equivalent factor or some such jargon is necessary to justify the budget, 
faculty salaries etc. this brings me to my second nightmare - the faculty. 


Here we meet our confused people. A large majority of the faculty were hired when 
the liberal arts program was the main theme and very acceptable. They were hirec 
under the illusion that things would remain the same. Well gang, it hasn’t. We have the 
strange hybrid of the liberal arts teachers, teaching basic libertal arts courses, to 
service the vocational] training programmes. The student in response to this hybrid sees 
little value in the basics, it is merely a tool, a right of passage, to the real stuff, that 
vocational end run. The liberal arts faculty watch even less committed students of the 
liberal arts pass through. We not only have the indignity of lower initial academic 
achievement of the students now coupled with incentives that seem to ensure an even — 


idea that thinking and new ideas are fun, exciting, even challenging and with a modest 
effort, rewarding. The trouble with this sorry state of affairs is that the faculty respond 
to the hybridization of the liberal arts very differently. Some maintain standards © 
vehemently, others take the philosophy, I have to work with what I'm given. Fair 
enough one may say. Well, the students seem confused at the varying standards from 
one part of the college to another, even one department from another. Poor students, 
how can they expect to know what is right - surely all the faculty are ‘legit’ so why not 
go to easier courses, indeed why not? 


This brings me to my third nightmare - the students. Could there just be the 
possibility of students, faced with this variable faculty standard, the necessity to hold 
down a 20 to 40 hour a week job, enter into a conspiracy of non-commitment? Maybe it’s 
the ‘in thing’. It’s called economic survival. Does this peer pressure to non-commitment 
result in shopping around for the easier courses? What the hell do all these grades mean 
anyway? Let’s get my 3.5 to 4.0 average in anything, so I can transfer to anywhere. 
Onwards ever onwards. You know the way things are going, we could have the 
beginnings of a new treadmill to life: a class of students which are the most narrowly 
educated, pizza and hamburger stand slaves ever. 


It is no accident I have my nightmares in this order with the students coming up last. 
Now because students are last in my book but because pressure always comes from the 
top. We are all in one hell of a nightmare, administrators with fewer students to justify 
faculty numbers and salaries, faculty trying to teach less committed, more disillusioned 
students and with students with nowhere to go but to college. We are a resting place’. 
before we finally come to grips with the real problem - there are more young people and 
less jobs around - vocational or otherwise. What can I do to earn a living? The answer is 
not to duck and weave through the college system. It must be to learn commitment and 
a broad enough understanding to be flexible for an unpredictable job market. Learn 
something well and maybe fail a couple of times in the process. Faculty and students 
alike have lost sight of the fact that failure should not be a dirty word in the academic 
world, it is merely a way of taking stock, filling the gaps and trying harder. It is so with 
any learning process - do we give up tennis after 6 weeks if we are still not hitting that 
ball over the net easily? 


Students, your survival depends on knowing something well and developing your 
commitment and intellectual skills to survive the harsh economic world outside. Don’t 
try to manipulate the weaknesses of the system, you will set your life on the path of a 
con-man and its hard to undo this. What about it faculty? What about giving them those 
skills whilst ignoring the non-committed, don’t let them tyrannize you? Hey, 
administration can you please revise this hybrid, it’s killing us! Students and faculty 
alike don’t know whether we are coming or going.

Youth services CETA Programs are 
designated by title three. There is

For the spinfisherman, fine choices 
would be the Mepps Black Fury, Eppinger 
Dardevle, Al's Goldfish, Countdown 
Rapala, or Mepps Comet. Baits that could 
produce would be creek chubs, hellgram- 
mites, mealworms, and “garden hackle” 
(nightcrawlers). 

Forget topwater fishing for another two 
or three weeks except in very shallow 
ponds or streams. Diving and bottom- 
bumping lures and baits will be much 
more effective at the present time.
